King Nyoh Tseng (BitkK ), ex magistrate of Sing 
Tseng Haien (44 42 #4), whilst giving up his post, due to 
the City Government the sum of $1061.21, before having the 
sum refunded, went away and ordered the officer in cnurge 
of No. 1 Section, Mr. Yeu Lun Wu, to act and take churge 
of his office. 

The shortage of public funds was reported to tne 
Provincjal Finance Departmeat on 13.12.31. 

On 2.1.32 the Shanghai Public Safety Bureau telezraphed 
the Sing Tseng Hsien Government to the effect that Yeu Su 
Zien (14 4,2 ), the son of Yeu Lun Wu ( 214 2), made u« 
complaint of er and leuving his office against 
King Nyoh Tseng (# ~ & Ike), ex-Mugistrate of Sing Teeng Hsien, 
thereby causing the complainant's futher to be innocently 
accused. King Nyoh Tseng was censequently uwrrested and 
detained pending particulars und evidence of the case. 

A reply was sent to the Shanghai Public Safety 
Bureau on 5.1.32. : 

Magistrate Li Dong Shung (Successor of King) vacated 

his post on 18.1.32. 


Until Muy 1932, a man named Wang Pei Ting (2% ye ) 


who called at the Stendhal Sunita Safety Bureau and claimed 
to be a bodyguard attached to the Ministry of Finunce, acting 
on behulf of Magistrate Li Dong Shung, producing an official 
receipt and claiming payment of $1100.00, the sum refunded 
by ex-Magistrate King Nyoh Tseng. In uddition he gave a 
personal Rasalv’s Bath receipts read as follows :- ,
